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REMARKS 

The last office action has been carefUUy considered- 
Claims 1-15 are priding in the application- 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Moriya ct 
al.(US 5,832,363). Applicant respectfully oravcrses this rejection for the following reasons. 
The clfumed invention as now recited in amended independent claims 1 and 1 1 reciie: 

(1) registering a rule for predicting the timing when a mobile station changes a 
position registration area by moving: 

(2) checking, on a per-mobile-station basis, whether a state in which said rule is 
applicable has been attained; 

(3) updating the position registration area of said mobile station based iqpon said 
rule if the state in which the rule is applicable has been anained. 

The methodology of Moriysi relates to the narrowing of the call area of a mobile body in 
a mobile commimication system. The Examiner has reasoned that calling method in Figs. 24, 25 
and 27 of Moriya discloses the features of the claimed invention. 

Ja Fig, 24 of Moriya, when a mobile body moves fiom a position register area BlOl 0 to a 
position register area AlOlO, the call area to the mobile body is equal to the position area AlOlO 
until a predetermined constant time has elapsed. After the predetermined constant time has 
elapsed, the call area to the mobile body is changed to a naxrow call area 1014. 

in Fig, 25 of Moriya, when a mobile body moves from a position register area B lOlO to a 
position register area AlOIO, the position of the mobile body is registered in the position register 
area AlOlO, Then, if the position of the mobile body is not registered in a predeiemiined time, 
the call area is changed fiom the area AlOlO to a narrow call area AlOi 5. Thereaft^, the 
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position of toe mobile body is not continuously legisicred in the predetermined lime, toe call area 
is changed to a narrow call are BIOIS. 

In Fig* 27 of Moriya. when toe outgoing call &om or toe incoming call to toe mobile 
body ends at toe lime when toe mobile body exists in toe radio zone 103 ID within toe position 
regisiration area 1021 A, toe call area of the mobile body is set to toe radio zone 1031O due to toe 
call area narrowing procedure. After thai, toe mobile body is next called* toe mobile body is 
called only in toe radio zone 1031D, When the mobile body stays in toe radio zone 103 ID, it is 
possible U) connect toe mcoming call to toe mobile body by the calling- Wb«i toe mobile body 
is moved ftom toe radio zone 1031D to another radio zone 103 1, the mobile body is called in toe 
radio zone 1031 otoer toan toe radio zone 103 ID. 

Moriya however does not disclose or suggest toe aforementioned fpaiure of registering a 
rule for predicting toe timing when a mobile station changes a positioA registration area by 
moving; checking, on a per-mobile-siatxon basis, whether a state in which said rule is applicable 
has been attained; and updating the position registration area of said mobile station based upon 
said rule if toe state in which toe nile is applicable has been attained. Accordingly, it is 
respectfully requested that the rejection of claims 1 and U be witodrawn as Moriya does not 
disclose or suggest the aforementioned three step metood of amended independent claim I and 
the mobile radio communications system of amended independent claim 1 1 . As claims 2-10 
depend on claim I and claims 12-15 depend on daim 1 1 it is respectfully requested toat based on 
toeir dependencies that these claims be passed to issue. 

Allowance of the claims remaining in toe present ^plication is earnestly solicited. 

In view of toe remarks set fonb above, this application is in condition for allowance 
which action is respectfully requesied.
